LONDON, June 30.—Today and tomorrow, 
according to the court surgeons, constitute 
the period of greatest danger to the King. 

If his condition shows no evidence of re- 
lapse by Tuesday night, the physicians will 
feel that his recovery is certain. 

That he is still progressing on the road to 
health is evidenced by the following bulle- 
tin that was issued at Buckingham palace 
at 10 o'clock (6 o'clock, St. Louis time) this 
morning: : 

“His majesty has slept well. The dress- 
ing of the wound gives much distress, but 
there if no bad symptom of any kind.

The court circle is also said to hold to 
this opinion, for it is rumored that the 
Queen has invited the Danish Hussars, 
who were sent over to her as an honorary 
guard, to return at that time. 

The Queen is constantly with her hus- 
band, but the statement that she is nyrs- 
ing him is misleading. A high palace of- 
ficial, when asked about this, replied: ‘‘We 
don't want any amateur nursing. The King 
is never left alone. There are two trained 
nurses with him night and day.”’ 


BROTHER NOT ADMITTED. 
With regard to the King’s ‘satisfactory 
progress’’ it is significant that he is nat 
allowed to see his brother, the Duke of 


Connaught, yet the Prince of Wales paid 
his usual afternoon call today, 
the sick room over an hour. He left 
the palace after an_ important conference 
with Lord Francis Knollys, the King’s pri- 
vate secretary.

Resignation of Hayti’s Pres- 
dency Didn’t Bring Peace, 


FIGHTS IN CAPE HAYTIEN 


GEN. FIRMIN’S SUPPORTERS IN 
BATTLES FOR HIM. 


Foreign Consuls Are With Him, but 
Foreign Residents Are Exposed to 
Violence and Insult, With 
No Protection. 
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PIAUGUSTIN SIMON SAM 


CAPE HAYTIEN, Hayti, June 3).—The’ 
fighting in the streets has been temporarily 
suspended, but may break out afresh any 
time. 

Admiral Killick has signified his inten- 
tion of protecting Gen. Firmin at any cost, 
and has landed men, arms ard ammunition 
for the purpose. 

The foreign consuls are with Gen. Firmin 
on the Cretoa Pierot, and are protected. 
The foreign residents, however, are ex- 
posed to violence and insult. 

No warship of a foreign power is here 
to interfere, but one is expected soon. 

The northern revolutionists are deter- 


mined that Gen. Firmin shall not be Presi- 
dent. They have Gen. Nord to offer for the 
honor vacated by President Tiresias Au- 
gustin Simon Sam. 

In place of making way for peace, as Sam 
said he would do by his resignation, he 
has thrown the island into great turmoil. 

He, however, is far from the scene of the 
strife and doubtless will never return. 


WHY SAM RESIGNED. 
President Simon Sam, who stWUl- had 10 
months to serve, resigned, he said, in the 
interest of peace. 


His.enemies declare he resi 
was able to leave the island wit 
like $3,000,000 that he has made during the 

ast six years. At any rate, his action 
n resigning seems wise in view of the his- 
oe I a republic. Dessalines, the first 
resident, was assassinated; Emperor 
Chritopher killed himself just in tiene to 
escape a worse fate—that of being thrown 
from the high precipice at the rear of his 
famous castle of La Ferriere; Petion died 
in office from fever—it is probable, though, 
there are not lacking many who suggest 
that the fever was one of the sudden mal- 
adies that kill objectionable persons in 
Hayti soon afterghey eat or drink; Boyer 
and Riviere fled And died in exile; GQuer- 
rier died in office, like Petion; Pierrot ab- 
dicated, and was permitted to end his days 
in Hayti, but kept himself carefully in 
obscurity: Riche died in office, and in his 
case hardly any doubt exists that he died 
immediately after his enemies had gained 
access to the kitchen, where his meal wus 
beIng cooked; Solluque, another of the Em- 
perors, fled and spent almc“t all the reset 
of his Hfe in exile; Geffrerd fled to Ja- 
maica; Salnave fled, but was caught afid 
shot by his polite successor; Domingue 
died in exile; Canal abdicated in a hurry, 
and is in exile; Solomon fled to Cuba. ard 
died in exile; Legitime fled after having 
been thrown from power b revolution; 
Hippelyte died in office. Although there 
were reports that he had been assassin- 
ated, it is probable and hardly doubted now

GEN. FIRMIN PROCLAIMED. 
The very day that President Simon Sam 


left the island word was received from the 
north of the island that Gen. Firmin, late 
Haytien minister in Paris, had arrived at 
Cape Haytien and had been proclaimed 
President. The dispatches added that the 
whole north and northwest of Hayti had 
declared in favor of Gen. Firmin. A dele- 
gation headed by M. Solon Menos, a former 
minister of foreign affairs, and sent by the 
provisional government of Hayti, has gone 
to Cape Haytien with the object of endeav- 
oring to arrive at an agreement with the 
leaders ,of the revolutionary forces and 
prevent a civil war. 

The event leading up to the resignation 
of President Simon Sam are briefly these: 
About May 1 a statement was made by 
Simon Sam's opponents that he was striv- 
ing to succeed himeselv in violagion of the 
constitution of the republic. It dec 
that not only had he given a syndicate of 
German capitalists valuable concessions in 
exchange for financial assistance whereby 
he might be enabled to carry out his plans 
to retain office, but on March 15 a secret 
agreement, contingent upon the retention 
of Bam in office, was arranged between 
Gen. Leconte, minister of finance, and cer- 
tain Germans, who, it was said, directly 
represented the minister in Germany at 
Port au Prince, whereby the government of 
President Simon Sam agreed to ve to 
Germany the exclusive use of ole 8t. 
Nicholas for a naval coaling station, or 
some other point on the Haytien coast.

THE LAWYER’S ‘DUTY.* 


From the Commoner. 

The law schools are now turning out an- 
other crop of lawyers, and it is as import- 
ant thet the yoting attorneys should un- 
derstand the @Quty of the lawver as it is 
that they should be learned in their pro- 
fession. Some imagine that it is the duty 
of the lawyer to secure for his client any 
advantage within his power, and often he 
is not scrupulous about the means em- 
ployed. No one who understands the foun- 
dations of justice, or appreciates the im- 
portance of the lawyer's part in the ad- 
ministration of fuatice, can hold such a 
view. The lawyer ig an cfficer of the court, 
and it is his place to assist the court to 
understand the facts In the case at bar and 
the law applicable to those facts. Usuaily 
there are cireumstances that weigh on 
each side of a contested case, and it is 
the duty of the lawyer to see‘that his client 
has the benefit of the law and the benetit 
of such circurtstantes as affect his rights. 
But the lawyer whe goes beyond this, and 
prides himself upon hig ability to secure for 
his client thet which his client does not 
deserve, or te shield Ris client from a pun- 
ishment which hig client merits, will find 
that he cannot thus prostitute his ability 
and his learning without ultimately feeling 
the effect of it upon his own moral charac- 
ter. Those find justice who search dill- 
gently for it, and when one accustoms him- 
self to concealing justice he gradually loses 
his power to cfscern it. and im the end, 
not only becomes a different person him- 
self, but becomés Jess useful to his client. © 

Not only does the lawyer owe it to him- 
self to maintain big integrity, but he finds 
in this tntegri'y hie most substantial gain 
The words «f a lewyer are of little value 
except as the: have bebind them a char- 
acter to give ‘xen weight. When a judge 
learns that a xwier does not deceive him 
—that when h sta es a legal proposition he 
has n> ment: re ervations—he will come 
to rely upor th wyer’s judgment.

The young lawyer who enters upon his 
profession with high ideais and a deter- 
mination to be worthy of the respect of 
those among whom he lives, will find that 
in the long run his ideals wil! determine 
his place at the bar and in the community.
